.\rrordiiiK to the U. S. D. A. approximately fifteen million bushels of .seeil 
corn are planted cadi jraac Twaaty pereeatorftaB IwototiMaaailHaa hasheis 
does not grow. 

If this com hail been tested the poor corn could have been aead for feed at a 
savlag of froa a mUlion to a million and a half dollan. 
Twelve larie can of com will plaat an acre. 

If one of the eaiB lyiad to glow there woald ba a loaa of at laaat •> oa the yield 
of an acre of com. 

This ear could h.ive been tested and thrown out for six tenths of a caat, 

I'rom past exjierience I have found that each ear should be tested separately, 
lie taking aoo or .v>o grains at random from a pile of seed e.irs I cm ^et tlic aver- 
a;;i per cent of germination, hut I wmild have no way of deteriuiiiiiiti which ears 
yermiiiated .iiid which .lid not. It instead I t.ike a niiiiilier of ^-rains from each 
e.ir aiicl iiiiinlier the ear to corresixjnd with the numl>er of the .square in the ger- 
iiiinator in whkh I ^aee the graina, I caa Sad the Weak OT dead ears aad thfow 

them out. 

I have seen ears of corn that were almost perfect ia shape, type of kcmel, and 
color wiiich proved to be weak in germination. 

.appearance only aids in testing seed com; the germinator does the rest. 
In 191a I gathered See<l com at three dilTcrent )>eriods. 

Three KintSs of Corn. 

First, I gathered the seed earn from my breeding plot Thia was done early 
in October before the early frosts 

Second, as I gathered the > l op nom the ^vneral fields I saved more seed in 
caselshould neeii it. This corn had been frosted in the fiehl. 

ThirtI, as I fed the corn out of ihecrih I jiicked out mote ).;ood-looking ears, 
as it was evident In th.il time tli.il thi-re woui.l he ,i si arcity ol «ood seed. 
The corn from the three dilTereiil n.itheriuj;s were kejit separate. 
I he;.:aii lestiii;; this s. e.l in :\Iarcli. The first Kvrmiii.ilor was illad With grains 
from ears that had been ^alliered al llie three diflereiil periods. 

The corn that was gathered early in the fall teste<l 99 per cent good; tli.a 
gathered at corn-picking time, 67 per cent; and that picked out of the crib, 33 per 
cent. None of the latter waa aavad, bat the other was teeted and the poor eers 
were thrown out.
